1863) a like 
tax is authorized in terms as regards Post Sutlers, and the 
Attorney-General holds that though this office is abolished, 
even in the absence of an express statutory provision upon 
the point, there might be reason to believe that Army Regu- 
lations which applied to sutlers, upon a mere change of the 
name to traders would still be operative ; it being obviously 
the occupation and peculiar relaiion, and not thename of the 
office, that suggested the rules. in question. “ It.is, however, 
unnec to pursue this point, for the act of 1876 es- 
tablishing the of Post: Trader expressly makes Post 
Traders subject in all respects to the Army Regulations.. It 
seems that by this Congress must have meant especially to 
refer to those regulations which applied to the occupation so 
authorized, i. ¢., that the Post Council might prescribe the 
sort of stock to be kept on hand, fix a tariff of prices, verify 
weights and measures, and require the trader to pay a tax to 
to the post fund.” 

“I have attentively considered,” he adds, ‘the opinion 
given in this case by the learned.

liquor—the place of sale being upon a Government reservation 
within said county. 

From the form of your note I gather that the only objection to 
such tax is because of the location of the place of business. If so, 
I an of opinion that the tax is valid. 

In this I assume that Faushawe is trading not only with mili 
tary persous but wth citizens. If his sales were limited. to the 
former, it would not be competent for the county authorities to 
levy a tax upon him, for Post Traders ‘so far are, very clearly, a 
part of the machinery of the United States Government-—-instru- 
ments by which it supplies to soldiers at remote stations many ar- 
ticles which cannot well be provided by the Regular Army bu- 
reaux, but which nevertheless are necessary to their comfort and 
hea'th, and therefore to the efficiency of the Army. This business 
then if strictly confined within the limite of the Army is upon 
general principles not taxable by State, Territorial, or county 
authorities. 

But such immunity does not protect the same business when ex- 
tended to customers other than military persons. In that case the 
reason for immunity fails, and with it the immunity itself.

Tex, TR TTR Toe 
Col. Sykes.—With painful regret, the Commanding Gene- 
ral has the sad duty of announcing the death a a dis- 
tinguished officer—Brevet Major General George Sykes 
colonel of the 20th Infantry, commanding the district of the 
Rio Grande. General Sykes had suffered intensely for many 
months, from an incurable affliction, but, illuminated by the 
ardor of the true soldier, and supported by a most heroic 
will, he continued on duty until he died, at twenty minutes 
past six o'clock, the morning of the 8th instant. As a lieu- 
tenant and captain, his services—in the Florida war, the war 
with Mexico, and elsewhere on remote frontiers—gave evi- 
dence of high soldierly qualities.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


REPULSE OF CAPTAIN RUCKER IN ARIZONA. 


A despatch from Tucson, Arizona, reports that, Feb. 
10, Capt. Rucker, 9th Cavalry, commanding one of the 
columns pursuing the hostile Indians, after following 
them for two days with his entire command in the direc- 
tion of San Andreas, came suddenly upon them strongly 
fortified in a narrow and rough canyon. The soldiers 
were received with a heavy fire, under which several 
men ‘and horses fell. The Indians then charged the 
troops, who gave way and retreated pell-mell across a 
river, abandoning their rations and bedding, which the 
Indians secured, The War Department discredits this 


report.

The thieves are supposed to be Sioux 
Indians. Crazy-head’s entire camp are in pursuit. The 
trail leads towards the Missouri River. A war party 
will leave Terry’s landing to-day for the Missouri. The 
theft occurred on Pease bottom, where the Crows were 
camped.

15, the following to Mr. Schurz : 

Chiefs Jack, Sowawick, and Wash returned here yes- 
terday with Douglass, Thomas, and Tim Johnsen; will 
start with these and three additional Uncompahgres to- 
morrow on sleighs, hoping to reach Fort Garland next 
Tuesday, and will proceed to Washington without delay. 
Matters here are perfectly quiet and peaceful. All the 
Indians are expecting a permanent settlement of the 
trouble and peace. The road to Ouray and other settle- 
ments via Los Pinos is now Lowa A safe and open ex- 
cept where blockaded by snow. ail and teams are 
travelling it daily. Will advise you further when reach- 
ing telegraphic communication.

Promptly at the expiration of 10 days, as promised, 
Jack rode up to the agency with three of the 12 prison- 
ers demanded by the Government, viz. : Chiefs Doug- 
lass, Tim Johnson, and Thomas. Jack is very reticent 
and declines to state how or in what manner the capture 
was effected. Sowawick returned several hours later, 
but brought no prisoners, and Jack assured Gen. Adams 
that, owing to the depth of the snow on the mountains 
and the scattered location of the camps, it would take 
at least three weeks to capture the remaining nine pri- 
soners. Chief Johnson, one of the prisoners demanded 
by the commission, sent his regrets at being unable to 
accompany the party to Washington, giving as a reason 
that he was a medicine man and had a very sick patient, 
whom he could not leave. Jack insisted that the women 
were mistaken in the names of certain Indians who, they 
testified, were present at the time of the outbreak. 
Douglass is ill at ease and extremely nervous, and says 
little. Military preparations for the protection of the 
prisoners are completed. 

ON TO WASHINGTON. 


Four prominent men of the Miami Indian nation, 
Thos. Miller, first chief; David Geboe, second chief ; 
Chas. Welsh and Samuel Geboe, are en route to Wash- 
ington from Indian territory to demand that their tribe 
be made citizens of the United States; that they have 
their lands set apart to them severally, and that they be 
allowed to draw all the money due them from the 
Government. 








Tue War Department is constantly arged for the de- 
tail of officers, as military instructors at colleges and 
universities. According to existing law the number of 
officers authorized to be detailed in this capacity is 
limited to thirty. The law also provides that they can 
only be detailed to universities and colleges having fa- 
cilities to educate one hundred fifty male students at one 
time.

TEXT OF BILLS AND REPORTS.

ARMY CHAPLAINS. 


H. R. 4899, introduced by Mr. McCook, to regulate 
the appointment, assignment, and duties of chaplains in 
the Army, is a modification of the one introduced last 
year by the same Congressman. We give this summary 
of it, in addition to the description published last week : 

Sections 1 to 7. Provide for a retiring board to ex- 
amine the post chaplains now in service as to their 
physical ability for their duties, and for placing such as 
are found disqualified on the retired list, without regard 
to the present limitation of numbers of such retired 
list. 
Section 8. Provides for filling vacancies in Such man- 
ner that there shall be at least one Roman Catholic 
chaplain and one Protestant chaplain at each military 
department headquarters. f i 

Section 9. Provides that the chaplains in active ser- 
vice shall at no time exceed 30 in number. 

Section 10. No person is to be appointed chaplain 
without proof that he is a regularly ordained clergyman 
in good standing, and to furnish a recommendation in 
writing for appointment from some ecclesiastical 
authority of his denomination, etc. No person to be 
appointed chaplain over 40 years of age, nor without 
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Section, 11.; Presoribes, she. duty of chaplaius, how, ”” 

BEG: “3 viledariin fia 
Section 12. To, make, monthly to ad 
general of the Army through the military channels, 
Section 18.

Section 16. Nothing in the act is to apply to, or affect, 
the four regimental chaplains for colored troops. ‘ 
Section 17. Mileage to be allowed chaplains at. ten 
cents per mile, when transportation is not furnished by

THE THUNDERER’S GUN. 

BELow we give an account from the London Standard 
of the final trial of the Thunderer’s gun, which we dis- 
cussed last week. This account will be welcomed by 
the two Services, we think, after the brief and imper- 
fect allusions to the trial which are all that have thus 
far appeared on this side of the ocean. 

(From the London Standard, Feb. 4.) 


Yesterday was signalized at Woolwich by an, experi- 
ment designed to reproduce the conditions which had 
been officially reported as causing the, disastrous burst- 
ing of one of the 38-ton guns in the fore-turret of her 
Maj‘ sty’s ship 7'hwnderer on Jan. 2, 1879. . , 

It will be understood that the gun experimented upon 
was in all respects similar to. the one that. burst ; d,. 
and was, in fact, its companion in the fore-turret. Its 
cost may be put down at about £3,500. It was formed 
of a steel tube with four massive coils of wrought iron, 
shrunk upon it, according to the Fraser system of con- 
struction. Externally the gun was nineteen, feet.Jong, 
and might be described as divided into three thicknesses, 
varying from nearly five feet at the breach, to rather 
less than three feet and a half in the middle, and some- 
thing under two feet at the muzzle. The diameter. of 
the bore was twelve inches, and its length, sixteen feet 
and a half. . It was rifled in nine grooyes, firing studded 
projectiles, the latter having gas-checks. The gun, as 
prepared yesterday, was mounted on a wrought-iron 
carriage running on a slide, and occupying a position at 
the lower end of a long cell about eight feet wide and 
the same in height, formed in the interior of a built-up 
mound of earth, measuring nearly sixty feet square at 
the base, and rather more than twenty feet, high, The 
sides of the cell were supported by massive beams and 
planks, and at the entrance was some heavy masonry 
on either side. A space, ranging from ,three.feet on onc. 
side to five feet on the other, intervened. between the 
open front of the cell and the ‘‘splinter trap ” or gallery, 

his was a structure composed of massive timbers, se- 
cured with bolts and angle-irons, and extending for a. , 
length of forty-five feet. The avenue, measuring about , 
eight feet in width, was filled with sand, amounting to 
something like three thousand cubic feet. . This was in- 
tended to arrest the two projectiles with which the gun 
was to be loaded, as, also the fiying fragments of the 
shattered gun. To prevent the carrying away of the , 
splinter-trap itself, the top was strengthened and made 
heavy with nearly three feet of timber, on the summit 
of which. came six feet of sandbags. There were also 
sandbags along the outer side of the styucture, andothers 
on the face of the mound over the entrance to. the cell, 
the total number of bags being about thirteen thousand. 
The mound and the splinter-trap were the work of the 
Royal Engineers, and were constructed under the r- 
intendence of Capt. O’Brien, directed by Col. Noble, 
Inspector of Works. The appearance presented by the ; 
combined structures was very peculiar. But the 
event proved that they were admirably adapted for their 
purpose, both in design and execution. 

The experiment of yesterday being looked upen asthe 
final ordeal, there was a considerable gathering of officials 
and spectators, 

The oothag of the gun took place under the direction 
of Captain Morley, R. A., the proof officer. -First’-was 
inserted the battering charge of 110 pounds of 
powder, followed by an empty Palliser shell, weighing, 
with its gas check, 705 pounds. In front of this came 
the usual wad. Then the gun received,a ‘‘ full charge,” 
consisting of 85 pounds of pebble powder, followed by 
an empty common shell, weighing, with its gas check, 
about 590 pounds, this again having in its front a wad. 
The total loading of powder and shot thus arranged ex- 
tended ten feet up the bore, but this was reduced some 
few inches by powerful rainming, so as to reproduce, 
as near as might be, the effect of the extra ramming 
which the double charge is known to have received from 
the hydraulic machinery on board the Thunderer. All © 
heing thus arranged, the company proceeded to take a 
last look at the doomed gun, after which everybody re- 
tired to what was deemed a safe distance. Few, if any, 
cared to enter the adjacent splinter proof, intended as a 
hiding-place for the Committee, but where nothing 
could be seen, and the chosen spot was the embankment 
on the river-side, which was judged to be out of range 
of any of the lesser fragments which might be scattered 
by the explosion. The signal bell rang out twice—it 
might be said that it tolled the knell of the imprisoned 
gun, which was quietly awaiting the touch ef the elec- 
tric circuit. At five minutes to one a heavy report, 
deadened by the intervening mass of material, broke 
upon the ear, and, at the same moment, a cloud of 
smoke rose from the mound, while some pieces of 
woodwork flew high in the air, but fell short of the 
river wall where the spectators stood. The deep ¢lang

In fact, a more remarkable verification of the conclusion 
arrived at by the Committee could not be conceived, 
the shattered gun in its cell bearing the closest possible 
resemblance to the appearance which was presented by 
the gun which burst in the turret. A front view ot the 
one was almost identical with a front view of the other. 
The only difference consisted in the circumstance that 
the middle = of the gun, consisting of what is 
called the 1 B coil, was not only shattered by the de- 
tonating force of the front cartridge, but had torn awa 
part of the outer coil of the breech, called the C coil, 
thereby damaging the gun as far back as the trunnions. 
The coiled a) piece, lying between the C coil and 
the steel tube, remained intact, projecting some distance 
beyond the outer coil. The gun carriage had recoiled 
with some force against the stops, and the violence of 
the explosion was shown by the torn pieces of the gun 
which strewed the floor of the cavernous cell. The cell 
itself was chiefly damaged on the right, and there had 
evidently been some heavy masses of iron hurled against 
the roof, splintering the thick beams which supported 
the superincumbent mass of earth. In front there had 


been a fall of sand bags, and when these were removed | # 


further portions of the gun were found. Subsequently, 
digging operations commenced, and other pieces were 
disentombed from the splinter-trap. It was impossible, 
however, to — the investigation yesterday, and 
further time will have to be devoted to the purpose. 
The pressure gauge placed at the bottom of the bore 
was duly examired, but failed to give precise informa- 
tion. Previous 1o its insertion in the gun, it had been 
crusted with a pressure of 36 tons per square inch. 
This proved to be excessive, as the copper cylinder was 
unaltered when taken out of the gun, simply showing, 
therefore, that it had not suffe a er pressure 
than that to which it was originally subjected. Other 
pressure remain to be recovered. 

After the proceedings of mid-day had terminated, the 
Committee, accompanied by Mr. Bramwell, paid a 
second visit to the ground, when a very interesting dis- 
covery was made. On examining one of the fragments 
of the steel tube which formed the lining of the gun, 
Mr. Bramwell detected an abrasion exactly correspond- 
ing to that which had been observed in the case of the 
burst gun abroad. This abrasion was of such a nature 
as to show that a projectile had passed along the broken 
portion of the gun after the burst had commenced, thus 
proving that there must have been two charges of pow- 
der in the gun, separated by an intervening projectile. 
This coincident testimony in to the two gurs 
appears to furnish the last link in the chain of evidence, 
leaving nothing more to be desired. There is, however, 
one other piece of evidence, which will not fail to com- 
mand attention. At the request of General Gordon, a 
careful comparison in the weight of sundry studs was 
recently made by Mr. Greenhill, a mathematician hold- 
ing an official position at Woolwich. A stud found in 
the turret after the bursting of the gun on board the 
Thunderer was considered by the Malta Committee to 
belong to a Palliser projectile, and not to a common 
shell. If a Palliser shell were in the gun at the time of 
the ex on, it becomes certain that the gun was 
double , as it is perfectly understood that it con- 
tained a common shell. Taking a series of studs from 
the Palliser shells aud the common shells fired from the 
38-ton gun at Woolwich, Mr. Greenhill found that the 
average weight of the stud from a common shell was 
1282 grains, and from a Palliser shell 1388 grains. The 
weight of the stud found in the turret was 1343 grains, 
and it is ——— that the probability of this being a 
Palliser stud is immeasurably greater than the contrary 
supposition. It should be further explained that the 
studs in all cases belonged to the front ring, and, there- 
fore, were properly comparable. It has been considered 
that the stud found in the turret had been reduced by a 
small piece being knocked off, thereby somewhat dimin- 
ishing its weight. The appearance of that part of the 
stud which was fixed in the shell also favored the idea 
that the turret stud belonged to a Palliser projectile, as 
it differed in its texture from the shank of a stud be- 
longing to acommon shell. A minute examination of 
the dh yo weers of the exploded gun will now be made b 
Ge Gordon's Committee, after which a Report will 
be presented to the War Office. 





Tne Gatling, Nordenfeldt, and other machine-guns 
are to be tested under interesting conditions at Ports- 
mouth, in charge of the gunnery officers of the Hzcellent.

We get very little to 
eat, and pay enormous prices for meat and vegetables ; a 
condition likely to last until the war closes. Lieutenant 
Manney is suffering from a fracture of the small bone of his 
leg, caused by his foot turning when stepping over a hatch.”

The New York Telegram also publishes a 
letter from the Ticonderoga, dated Bombay, Jan. 9. At St. 
Augustine Bay, Madagascar, though they found but one

sideration. Yankees were found, in small quantities, every- 
where ; one at Momordara, Madagascar, two at Johanna in 
the Comoro Group, bothering the hfe out of the Sultan with 
their charges and counter charges.

They “‘ were delighted with the performance of the 
Gatling gun, and their eyes rested longingly on our breech- 
loadi mingtons.” ‘The Sultan of Zanzibar, where the 
vessel next stopped, is described as ‘‘the finest Sultan we 
have seen, that is, he is by far the cleverest man, the most 
competent ruler, and wears the best clothes.” 

Once thing the Sultan learned in England, namely, to give dinner 
parties.

then, we had such wonderful ices. The blue-and-gold menu men- 
tioned “‘ Water ice,a la Ben Butler; ice cream, a la John Sher- 
man ; ice pudding, a la Pre.ident Hayes.’ Thus were our palates 
tickled by our patriotism. The dinner Jasted four hours, and 
during the whole time a fine band discoursed sweet music n the 
court below. Dinner at an end, we were taken to a balcony over- 
looking the plaza, and the appearance of che Sultan was the s gnal 
for a grand dis. Jay of fireworks. On leaving we w re plent fully 
besprinkled with atiar of roses, which was a lasting s uvenir of 
the Sultan's d nner party, ;

FoLLow1ne is a copy of the finding and recommendation of 
the Board of Rear-Admirals convened under provision of the 
joint resolution approved Feb. 5, 1879, in the case of Com- 
mander Henry Erben, U. 8S. Navy: 

The Board, after due consideration of the case of Commander 
Henry Erben, U. S. Navy, and examination of the records bearing 
thereon, are of the opinion that the vervices of that officer were 
of such a distinguished character as to have merited some recog- 
nition, and while not desiring to detract from the services of those 
officers (eminent as it was), who were promoted over him, we do 
not think their services were such as to merit advancement over 
Commander Erben. The Board are especially struck with the 
highly creditable and meritorious conduct of Commander Erben 
at Pensacola in 1861, which we think had a marked and impertant 
bearing upon the success of ourarms It also appears that this 
officer did good service in the face of theenemy. In the opinion 
of the Board he was unjustly passed over by the promotions made 
in conformity with the act of July 25, 1866, and we therefore 
recommend Commander Erben for restoration to his original po-i- 
tion on the Navy list.

CoMMANDER SELFRIDGE vy. ADMIRAL AMMEN.—Writ- 
ing to the N. Y. Herald from the Hnterprise, under the 
date of Athens, Jan. 24, Commander Selfridge says : 


In your issue of December 10 there spresce a detailed report of a 
paper from Rear-Admiral Ammen read before the American € eo 
graphical Society, which night be styled a criticism upon the late 
International Congress, in which this gentleman goes out of his 
way to attack me personally, and therefore a further silence would 
be a tacit acknowledgment of his ungeneroas remarks. 

Quoting from the paper alluded to Admiral Ammen goes on to 
say: ‘During the sittings of the Congrers I found myself fre- 
quently obliged to dissent from the propositions of Commander 
Selfridge, United States Navy, who. strange enough, was found in 
the Congress without being named by our Government.” The 
impression evidently intended to be conveyed is that I bad no 
rigbt there. No doubt my presence was strange enough to Ad- 
miral Ammen and a surprise to one who seemed, by his own ad 
missions, to have had a good deal to do with whom should be sent 
to represent the United States. Admiral Ammen knew when he 
+ rote this that I was, like himself, a member upon invitation of 
the French Geographical £ociety, issued through Baron de Lesseps, 
and as euch was his equal in all the discussions of the Congress. 
My presence might have bien strange enough to him, but toa 
Cong ess gathere.i for a general discussion of the subject the ab- 
sence of one who surveyed or had been identified with all the 
routes covered by the Isthmus of Darien would have been equally 
strange. 

a dmiral Ammen’s insinuations *hat the Congress was gathered 
for an indorsemert of the Panama route is an insult to the many 
eminent men that composed it, and when it is remembered that of 
th2 two representatives of the United States both were avowedly 
in favor of Nicaragua an inference equally uncharitable might be 
drawn. 

In regard to my , art in the Congress upon the discussion of the 
latter Admiral Ammen says: “T refer the curious reader to pp. 
66 to 70 inclusive, and to map 8, illustrative of the Atrato-Napipi 
as developed by Comm nder Se a Nobody reading this re- 
port andf ae to drawings would suppose for an instant that 
the greater part of it was purely imaginary. It is delineated as an 
inclined plane, locks located and sections given in figures. Be- 
tween this fanciful presentation and the profiles made by Lieuten- 
ant Collins there is a very wide difference.’’ Instead of this covert 
misrepresentation Admiral Ammen could have had the manliness 
to tell the whole story. He knows the valley of the Atrato-Napipi 
was, previous to my visit, an unknown wilderness; that no maps 
or data were or had ever been col'ected. The survey he alluded 
to was, therefore, as all surveys must be of an entire new coun- 
try, } reliminary, avd my plans were based upon such information 
as I obta ned from this reconnoisance. He knows that entirely 
= 5A represen ation Mr. George M. Robeson, then Secretary 
of the Navy, consented to send an expedition solely for the surve: 
of the Napipi Valley, wh‘ch, up to that date, had not been afford- 
ed me to perform, 

I had cee many times across the Isthmus, and feeling that 
this service could be equally as well performed by | ieutenant 
Collins as myself, I asked that he might be ordered to take charge 
of it, and also reques'ed that Lieutenants Eaton, Sullivan and 
Paine, able young officers who had served with me on all (t2 pre- 
vious surveys, might, with their consent, be attached to the ex- 
pedition. 1 superintended its fittings and Lieutenant Collins’ in- 
structions were drawn from memoranda suggested by my ex- 
perience and knowledge of the route. The work was faithfully 
and ably performed by Lieutenant Collins and hie associates. 





Notwithstanding that the inception of the idea of a canal via the 








Napipi was my own, that the pe uliar characteristics of its con=- 
struction had been worked out after long sayy « and - 
«nce with the first engineers of our country, Admiral Ammen, as 
then chief of the Bureau of Navigation, under the cognizance of 
which all surveys had been made, saw to ignore my } revious 
participation in his work, and directed Licutenant Collins to make 
out ar port. 

Then finding that his obvious intention was to shut me out from 
any further connection with a:oute that I was the fi st to have 
«xplored, I procured all the data obtained by Collins, and with the 
assistan e of Licutenant Eaton made an entire new calculation of 
the ontents prism of the canal and a change of lo ation as far as 
the last survey showed snch to be neécessary. 

It was a map and profile so prepared that I presented the Atrata- 
Napipi project to the Coneress, taking care to lay before the “Com- 
mission Tcchnique” at the same time the map and profileof L‘eu- 
tenant Collins, and pointing out the only differences, which were 
in my avoiding a few elevation- cut through by him, by strane 
ening some of the numerous ox bows of the api i and a iz 
myself of the lw ground thus acquired. Admiral Ammen, who 
bas never, if Iam not m staken, visited any pre of the Ameri- 
can Isthmus, except to cross at Panama, who lays no claim to be 
an engineer, bas the hardihood t» call these plans, based strictly, 
as he well knew, if he had taken the troub'e to Inquire, upon. 
infora:ation acquired by Collins, ‘purely imaginary and a fanci- 
ful representation.” 


The remainder of the letter of Commander Selfri 
argues for the Panama writer as superior to the 
Nicaragua. 








A New Arctic Expepirion.—A new Arctic expedition 
is just now being discussed in England, by its proposer, 
Commander John P. Cheyne, R. N., who designs to 
add balleons to steamers and sledges as travelling ap- 
pliances. The estimated cost is $130,000; the store- 
ship Discovery is asked for, and this is the programme : 


Commander Cheyne papers wintering the first year in as 
high a latitude as possible. The sledges will start about 
March 30, 1881. When the sledges. are baffled by obstacles 
recourse will be had to balloons. These are expected to start 
about June next year, at which time the suu will be shining 
in the Arctic regions ‘‘ day and night.” The balloons will be 
inflated at starting by passing steam through iron filings, and 
will be afterward manipulated by means of a supply of pure 
condensed hydrcgen. Three balloons will be employed, each 
having a lifting ped of one ton to one and a half tons, The 
balloon party will consist of seven persons, with water and 
provisions for 51 days ; but it is expected that they will reach 
the North Pole in from 30 to 40 hours after leaving the 
sledges. The exploring party will remain at the North Pole 
about a week for scientific observation, and will dispatch a 
balloon to Russia for the purpose of ao news to 
England. The intelligence, it is thought, can conveyed 
from the North Pole, via St. Petersburg, to London, within 
three days. The Arctic regions will be photographed from the 
balloon every hour, the distance to be traversed by the balloon 
being estimated at 500 miles. 


Mr. A. H. Beesly, writing to the London Times, thinks 
it ‘‘quite possible that the discovery of the North Pole 
might be made from a balloon, but highly improbable 
that its occupants would ever return to announce their 
discovery.” He also argues in favor of the Smith Sound 
route instead of the one east of Greenland, which is 
talked of. Finally, he holds that the effort should be a 
continuous one, extending over many years, instead of 
risking all on one season, which might be a bad one. 
The discussion in the English newspapers is profuse, 
and the interest great. We are inclined to think that 
the British are a little afraid of the Polaris, and are 
hurrying to head her off. For Stanley did really find 
Livingston, and the Polaris may find the Pole. 


WE presume some of our naval officers are familiar 
(only by report, ef course) with the ‘‘ Para Grandez” at 
Lisbon, Portugal. Writing concerping it from Lisbon, 
Jan. 17, a correspondent of “the London News says: 
‘* Most naval officers who have been to Lisbon will re- 
member ‘ Para Grandez,’ either regretfully or affection- 
ately according as to whether they lost or won their 
money. Rightly or wrongly, the Lisbon tradesmen 
seem to believe that the reason the Channel squadron 
has not visited the Tagus for so long is on account of the 
gambling tables, whose existence used to be winked at 
by the authorities, and patronized by a good many 
officers of the fleet. This time we found two or three 
of these establishments in full swing, and one in particu- 
lar, in a street leading out of the Chiado, seemed to find 
most favor from the English officers. On Wednesday 
night four respectably-dressed Portuguese, having suc- 
cessfully passed the ordeal of being scrutinized through 
a wooden grating by the proprietor, were admitted to 
the inner room, where the table was, and, after playing 
a little, gradually edged up to the croupiers, and at a 
given signal knocked over the croupiers and seized on 
the money, while, at the same moment, the ‘tramp of 
many feet was heard on the stairs, and the room was 
suddenly filled with soldiers. Everybody was arrested. 
The proprietor and his staff were marched off to prison, 
the table and all the gambling apparatus seized, and @ 
few unfortunate naval officers present only obtained 
their freedom on giving up their names and the names 
of the ships they belonged to, All the money seized 
about £500, has been confiscated, and the proprietor an 
his assistants are still in durance vile lamenting this run 
of ill-luck. The officers of one ship, whose names I shall 
not mention, were conspicuous by their absence on this 
occasion, and when one asks them how long they had 
cleared out before the raid began, they assume a virtu- 
ous air and say they never frequent such places.”

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A NEW FOOTHOLD ON THE ISTHMUS. 


Tue Adams and the Kearsarge were lately sent to sea, 
the one from San Francisco and the other from Key 
West, as our columns have already recorded, with 
sealed orders and unknown destinations. It is sug- 
gested that their destination was the Isthmus. It is 
further alleged that the Administration has been in 
negotiation for some time past to secure two new coal- 
ing stations for the Navy on the Central American 
coasts, one of them being Chiriqui Bay on the Atlantic 
side, and the other the Gulf of Dulce, or Golfo Dulce, 
on the Pacific side. And not only are the two harbors 
to be acquired for naval and coaling stations, but, if pos- 
sible, the entire strip of land across the Isthmus between 
these two points, which, in fact are nearly opposite 
each other—that is to say, at the extremities of a line 
which would cross the Cordillera chain nearly at right 
angles. 

Without hastily accepting these conclusion, it is 
not denied that the two gulfs and the land inter- 
vening have been for years the property of an American 
citizen—who owned them, in fact, before the war; and 
as he has been willing to sell them, the alleged course 
of the Government has been open. On the other 
hand, the exact Governmental jurisdiction over these 
regions have not been, we think, entirely settled ; boih 
bays are commonly set down to Costa Rica’; but, if we 
do not mistake, Colombia claims at least a part of 
Chiriqui Bay, though perhaps not the part now to be 
acquired. As Secretary Evarts is an expert inter- 
national lawyer he has probably given attention to the 
acquisition of a clear title before any purchase. Chiri- 
qui Bay is really a species of lagoon, ninety miles broad 
between its ultimate headlands, and indenting the coast 
line to about half that depth. A river of the same name 
enters the bay, and an archipelago fills up most of the 
spacious sheet of water, although leaving three entrances, 
all of them practicable for our ships. Chiriqui Bay is 
usually ascribed to the department of Verague in Costa 
Rica. The other harbor, Golfo Dulce, is clearly within 
Costa Rica, and its entrance is between the points of 
Burica, lat. 8 N., long. 83 W., and Gorda, lat. 8, 33 N., 
long. 83, 50 W. On the heights of Gorda is an old 
fort. 

We need only add that it would not be an engineer- 
ing impossibility to put a canal across the Isthmus at 
this point, which is not far distant from the Panama 
route, and not much longer in a straight line. But 
though undeniably connected with the canal project, we 
do not take this to be a move to acquire territorial 
rights over a route, but a step to “plant the flag on the 
Isthmus” for future needs. Presuming it to have been 
well done, and effectually, its wisdom can hardly be 
questioned. As a question of economy and conve- 
nience, provided the cost is not large, the acquisition of 
naval and coaling stations at that point is worth con- 


have a marked influence on Congress, and perhaps on 
the Administration. The visit of M. pg Lesszps to 
, Panama, and his approaching visit to New York, are 
also not to be ignored. The digest of the report of M. 

DE Lzsseps’s engineers, in the N. Y. World, shows that 
they all stand by the sea level route. It recommends 
that an artificial lake shall be made in the valley of the 
Upper Chagres, together with a large dam with sluices, 
to be built at Cruces, near Matachin. The reservoir 
will hold one thousand millions of cubic metres, or 
much more than the whole quantity of water that fell 
during the great freshet of last November. The canal 
will be protected and drained slowly by a channel 
which is to be built partly by using the river which is 
on the northern side of the canal and runs parallel with 
it. The report also proposes that a great pier 2,000 
metres in length should be built at the Bay of Colon or 
Aspinwall, so as to protect the shipping from the gales 
which prevail there during a great part of the year. 
The total expense of the work is estimated by the com- 
mission at $170,000,000. 

It is clear, we think, that the time is ripe for prompt 
action in this matter of the canal. Our Government 
should know what it wants, and what it has a right to 
claim, and then let the rest of the world also know. 
And yet, what a position are we placed in! Where is 
our Navy to enforce our pretences? Where are our 
coast defences to resist the capture or destruction of our 
chief cities? The future is full of doubt and anxiety, 
in which our becoming a laughing-stock for the world 
may be the very easiest way of escape, and the best 
that can be hoped. 








EXPLOSIVE CARTRIDGES FOR SMALL ARMS. 

WE have received from an Army officer the following 
letter, which may call for a little comment : 

Fort Mowrog, Va., Feb. 1, 1880. 
Edituer Army and Navy Journal ; 

Dear Sir: An older officer here has expressed some doubts 
as to the truth of statements made by Rev. Horace E. Hay- 
den, with reference to the use of explosive bullets by the 
Union troops during the late Civil War. I refer to an article 
in the Journat of Jan. 17, taken from “ Papers of the South- 
ern Historical Society.” In view of the fact that no denial of 
these statements has been made, and that they are given with 
such aj mt accuracy, I am inclined to believe them. Will 
the Edi tor b be kind enough to give us his opinion in the mat- 
ter. By doirg so he will greatly oblige A SuBSCRIBEB. 

We have no knowledge on which to base an opinion. 
Experiments in explosive shells have, singularly enough, 
been mainly confined to projectiles for artillery instead 
of for small arms. Yet their admitted efficiency in the 
former would seem to point to their eventual use in the 
latter. Col. Theodore Lyman gave emphatic testimony 
in the Journat of Feb. 7, to the use of explosive mus- 
ket-balls by the Confederates, thus damaging the main 
point of Mr. Hayden. We, of course, gave the 
letter of the Rev. Mr. Hayden for its historical interest 
only, and did not think it worth while to call attention 
to his curious use of the epithets ‘‘ explosive or poisons 
ous” bullets, as if nearly synonymous as regards moral 
turpitude. Nor did we call special attention to Mr. 
Jefferson Davis’s singular description of ‘explosive balls” 
as ‘‘an atrocity beneath knighthood and abhorrent to 
civilization.” Of course Mr. Davis was military man 
enough to know that his artillery was for four years 
pitching explosive balls into the ranks of their enemies, 
and explosives, too, a dozen times as big as those that 
he decried as unknightly. Gen. Sherman has well said 
that all war is cruel; and the real knightliness does not 
consist in using lances that will not prick, or maces that 
will not crush, or shells that will not explode, but in the 
spirit with which the weapons are used and the treat. 
ment given to the prisoners and the conquered. On 
Gen. Davis’s theory, the rascally contractors who fur- 
nished the Army some non-explosive shells were really 
the most chivalric people in the war. But in our view 
the companion pictures of true soldierly and unsoldierly, 
or, as some people like best to call it, knightly and un- 
knightly conduct can be found in Appomattox and 
Andersonville. 

We should be glad, nevertheless, to see the question 
of explosive musket shells examined to determine its 
historic status, as we have little doubt that some day 
their use will be general in all armies, unless a still more 
destructive missile can be found. In Europe great 
efforts are now made to use dynamite in shells, and the 
shattering power of that substance is known to be enor- 
mous. One cannot but think with horror of the prospec- 
tive use both of explosive shells in small arms and of 
more deadly explosives in great arms. But the whole

LAIDLEY’S RIFLE PRACTICE ENJOINED. 


In November last a suit was commenced in the United , 
States Circuit Court, Southern District of New York, , 
by the publishers of Wingate’s Manualof Rifle Practice, 
against W. R. Pelton, the New York agent of Messrs. 
Lippincott and Co., the publishers of Laidley’s Rifle 
Exercises, for having exposed for sale copies of the 
work, upon the ground that it infringed their copyright , 
in Wingate’s Manual. Mr. Pelton, upon being sued, 
notified both Messrs. Lippincott and Colonel Laidley of 
the action, and requested them to defend it, which they | 
both declined to do. 

Upon his answer stating these facts, and that his vio- 
lation of the complainants’ copyright was unintentional, 
a decree was entered by Judge Blatchford on 16th} 
instant, declaring Col. Laidley’s book to be a violation 
of the copyright of Wingate’s Manual, and perpetually 
enjoining the defendant from selling it. 

Mr. Pelton, in his sworn answer in the case, says: 


Defendant further says that, since the commencement of 
this suit, he has notified said T. T. 8. Laidley. and also said 
firm of J. B. Lippincott and Co, of the said suit, and inquired 
of them, and each of them, whether he. said Laidley or said 
firm, would defend said suit, or contest Lerein the validity of 
the complainants’ claims in the premises, or indemnify de- 
fendant against loss by reason thereof, and that said Laidley 
and said firm both declined. ; 


The decree of the court recites as the findings in the 
case, that the complainants are the owners of the copy- 
right of Wingate’s Manual, and that the defendant has 
exposed for sale, without their consent, ‘‘a book en- 
titled ‘ A Course of Instruction in Rifle Firing,’ by Col. 
T. f. 8. Laidley, U. 8S. Army, which book is largely com- 
posed of extracts copicd from the several editions of said 
Wingate’s Manual of Rifle Practice, described in said 
bill of complaint, and is a violation of the copyrights there- 
of owned by the complainants.” 

It is accordingly decreed by Judge Samuel Blatchford 
‘that the said defendant and his agents and associates, 
and each of them be, and they are hereby, perpetually 
enjoined and restrained from printing, publishing, or 
exposing for sale any copy or copies of the said Laidley’s 
Rifle Exercises, or any other work embracing any por- 
tion of the several editions of said Manual for Rifle 
Practice, described in the said bill of complaint, or of 
either thereof, and that a perpetual writ of injunction 
be issued to that effect.” 

We would respectfully suggest to the War Depart- 
ment the propriety of revoking General Order No. 86, 
scries of 1879, dated Aug. 15, 1879, adoptiag ‘‘for the 
instruction of the Army in the use of the rifle ” Laidley’s 
‘* Course of Rifle Firing,” a work declared by the United 
States court to be largely composed of extracts copied 
from the several editions of Wingate’s Manual, and in 
violation of the copyright thereof. 


THE much-discussed Poncas will soon, protably, have 
their case decided in some way. A bill has been intro- 
duced into the Senate by Mr. Dawes, requiring Mr. 
Schurz to send them back at once to their old Dakota 
reservation, with all their old rights and privileges, any- 
thing in the treaty ratified with the Sioux Indians to the 
contrary notwithstanding. Mr. Dawes’s bill also re- 
quires the Secretary of the Interier to restore the houses 
and other improvements of the Poncas to the same con- 
dition in which they were left when the removal took 
place; and for all purposes it provides an appropriation 
of $50,000. 

There has been some interesting testimony before the 
Senate Committee on the subject. Bishop Hare, for 
example, spoke regarding the Poncas, as follows: 


Notwithstanding the failure of their crops and shortness of 
supplies, however, they would not have desired to leave their 
lands if it had not been for the frequent incursions of the 
Sioux, and the failure of the Government to protect them 
from these depredations. Their lands had been given to the 
Sioux by the Sherman-Augur treaty of 1868, and the Sioux 
consequently regarded them as interlopers, and although dur- 
ing some 18 months 20 soldiers were stationed at the Ponca 
Agency, and protected them, the harassing raids began again 
om the soldiers were withdrawn, and despite repeated re- 
quests made by the Bishop, the Indian Agent, and the local 
military authorities they were left without the protection 
which had been guaranteed by the treaty of 1395, and to 
which their good behavior fully entitled them. The Sioux, 
in making these raids upon the property of the Poncas, vio- 
lated the regulations against leaving their reservation, but 
they were so formidable a tribe that the Government was 
afraid of them, and was not afraid of the Poncas, 


It is rather singular that the Poncas have been taken | 
up and championed so thoroughly, while most other In- 
dian tribes have never had their wrongs or their rights 
80 fully exploited.

AFFAIRS IN WASHINGTON. 
Wasnineron, Feb. 19, 1880. 


If we are to believe the one-half of what we hear 
there is a “still hunt” going on in Congress in relation 
to two bills of importance to the Army, and to some 
whe are inthe Army. ‘The first of these is the bill in- 
troduced in the Senate by Mr. Ferry and in the House 
by Mr. Stene, and known as the militia bill, and the 
same as that referred to in the Army anpD°Navy 
JourRNAL of the 24th ultimo. It is quite certain that 
some members are anxious to bring up the bill, and there 
is a very strong pressure from the outside upon certain 
Southern members who have favored the scheme. Gen. 
Beauregard has been here for some time, and it is said 
that he came here to look after this bill, for in case of 
its passage the General would be tolerably sure of ob- 
taining the best office that could be given, under the 
provisions of the act, in the State of Louisiana. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the militia bill was in- 
troduced by Republicans, it is thought that its passage 
would in all the Southern States inure to the Democrats, 
and should it come up it would probably become a 
purely party question, opposed by the Republicans and 
advocated by Democrats. But in view of the immense 
number of bills of every description now awaiting ac- 
tion, we do not see how this bill can come up at this 
session. 

Officers of the Army and Navy who are serving at far 
off stations cannot but be surprised when they see in the 
papers the vast number of bills, petitions, memorials, 
etc., that have been introduced into both Houses of 
Congress, for the relief or benefit of men wh») have been 
in the Service, but who from various causes have left it. 
And they would be still more surprised if they could be 
made to understand how shamefully impudent many of 
these bills—which are generally for restoration to the 
Service—are. Officers who left the Service by tendering. 
their resignations many years since, and who have fail 
in their business enterprises, wish to return to their old 
positions in the Service, to the detriment of those who 
have borne the burden and heat of the day. Others who 
liad been often reproved, still hardened their hearts, 
but were ultimately dismissed the Service for absolutely 
refusing to do anything to earn their salaries, or for hay- 
ing become a shocking example to the younger officers, 
came in with a bill which, if passed, would restore them 
to the Service with their old rank, and throw meritorious 
officers out of their promotion. But stranger than all is 
the fact that in spite of the immense amount of public 
business on hand, these bills have, in some cases, been 
taken up and passed, and in some instances the officers 
have not only been restored to their positions, but have 
been declared illegally put out of service, and have re- 
ceived pay for the time they were out of service. 

This sort of legislation cannot fail to bring the Services 
—and particularly the Army—into disrepute. It is 
gradually making the Army, and particularly the re- 
tired list—a hospital for the worthless and dissolute—a 
place where they can be thrust to get a support from the 
Government, which others are weary of furnishing, and 
the honorable retreat which old and meritorious officers 
look forward to after a life of hardship is in danger 
of being filled by young, improvident, and worthless 
men. 

There are not a few gentlemen in Congress who see 
the injustice and absurdity of this legislation, and one 
of them, we hear, proposed a bill that should stop all 
further promotions or appointments in the Army until 
all the gentlemen who had been dismissed, or who had 
resigned, had been restored, and then that no appoint- 
ments should be made in the Army except from citizens 
who could furnish good and sufficient proof that they 
had spent at least six months either in the inebriate 
asylum or the penitentiary. 

Unfortunately for the Service, we occasionally find an 
officer begging for the retirement of some worthless 
relative who is certain of being sentenced to dismissal. 
It has become the duty of the officers of the Army to 
respectfully protest against this outrageous abuse of the 
retired list, and against all those bills which, is passed, 
will make the Regular Army simply an asylum for 
drones, drunkards, and other disreputable characters. 

In the case of Fitz-John Porter, there is no doubt that 
Mr. Randolph came to the conclusion that the bill for 
relief, as first introduced, asked too much, and that it 
could not be carried through in that form in either 
House. It is said that there is more chance for it as now 
amended. But we have already stated that there wasa 
disposition to stave off any action on the bill in the 
House, and from the action taken there duriog the last 
week the opponents of the bill may succeed. 

The question is often asked, how can Gen. Garfield, 
who was a member of the Porter court, come out so 
openly in his opinion on thiscase. As a member of the 
court he took a solemn oath not to disclose or discover 
the vote or opinion of any member of the court, unless 
required to give evidence thereof, as a witness, by a 
court of justice, in a due course of law. Judge Black 
recently propounded this conumdrum to some persons 
here, but it was given up. 

Gen. Upton’s brochure upon compulsory retirement 
will occasion considerable comment. It will have some 
weight, but we must remember that the writer is a very 
much interested party. When we look at the names of 
the old and meritorious artillery officers, that in spite of 
their excellent records, that commenced almost before 
Col. Upton was born, and who are now obliged to serve 
as junior to him, we cannot sympathize with him in his 
greed for more advancement.

ly an article on the Regular Army, written for the 
Springfield (Mass.) Repudiican, at its request, by an 
Army officer in that city, we find the following: 
‘There is a small band of men in our country of 
whom little is known by the general public. Few know 
or care what hardships it undergoes, what sufferings it 
endures, whether starved or fed, sick or well. Fewer 
still ever see one of them, for their country consigns the 
greater t to the inhospitable frontier. There, 
whether facing the piercing blasts and driving snuws of 
the plains, toiling painfully through desert sands, or 
over ru mountains or rock-covered plateaus with 
shoeless feet, we will find that undaunted courage and 
untiring devotion which binds them with unswerving 
loyalty to that emblem we so proudly call ‘our flag.’ 
None can know the ordeals through which they pass 
month after month, year after year, but those who have 
suffered with them. Time and space do not permit of 
a recital of their — history. This faithful, un- 
complaining, misjudged band is our ‘ Regular Army.’ ” 
Considering the actual strength of this Army, the 
writer concludes that, leaving out Alaska, we have an 
average of over 64 square miles for each soldier to 
guard, supposing every one of the 20,325 soldiers were 
stationed west of Omaha. But in this area there are 
but 365 companies or about 17,520 men, or one man to 
over 74 square miles. The population of our country 
cannot be less than 42,000,000. A not very difficult 
calculation would show us that for each active soldier in 
the Regular Army we have about 2,000 population, 
men, women, and children. 








Since 1870 there have been given away by the Gov- 
ernment to be used in building soldiers’ monuments, 
637 condemned bronze cannon, valued at $108,274, and 
iron cannon worth $3,071.

In a recent after dinner speech, the 1st Lord of the 
Admiralty said: ‘‘ Many of you know that the officers 
of her Majesty’s navy are literally the police of the seas. 
They maintain order and good government where no 
order and good government would otherwise exist, and 
on them rests an immense responsibility. It often hap- 
pens that a young lieutenant has to judge whether the 
circumstances of the case justify him in exercising the 
power of England in relation to some poor savage tribe, 
or whether they will allow him to pass the matter over 
unnoticed ; and I am proud to feel that this work 1s 
done well, done with an amount of discretion and judg- 
ment which deserve the gratitude of the country, and 
which meet, not only in this country but everywhere 
else, with the most hearty acknowledgment.” 

Cot. von RosenBERG, commanding the famous Prus- 
sian regiment of Ziethen Hussars, bet the general com- 
manding the 11th Brigade of Infantry that in a match 
at 650 yards 75 of his hussars would make a better score 
with their new carbine than 50 picked fusiliers with 
their Mauser rifles.

Tue Norfoik, Va., Mexican Veterans are arranging to ten- 
der a suitable welcome to the delegates to the annual session 
of the National Convention of Mexican Veterans, which meets 
in that city on the 23d of February. 

Tue oflicers of the Dayton Soldiers’ Home have united in 
an elaborate protest to the Ohio General Assembly against 
the passage of a bill before it to establish voting precincts 
within the Home premises,

Tae “Grand Army of the Republic” is growing rapidly in 
the West. Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, and Nebraska are mak- 
ing very large additions to the order. Lieut.-General Phil. 
Sheridan was lately initiated as a comrade in G. H. Thomas’ 
Post No. 5 at Chicago. 

A DASTARDLY but abortive attempt to mine the Russian 
Imperial family, and blow them up in a body, was made on 
Tuesday, Feb. 17. The mine was laid under the guard-room 
of Winter Palace, which is immediately under the dining 
hall. Owing to an accidental delay the Imperial family had 
not entered the latter at the usual time. The explosion 
occurred at the usual dinner hour, and made a hole in the 
floor of the dining hall 10 feet long and 6 wide. Five 
soldiers were killed and thirty-five wounded by the bold 
attempt. Gen. Gourko, Governor-General of St. Peters- 
burg, was engaged at the Winter Palace during the whole of 
the night of the 17th instant, investigating the circumstances 
connected with the explosion. It has been ascertained that 
the dynamite was fired by an electric battery, and that 
several pounds of that explosive must have been used. The 
cellars of the Palace have long been used for storing pur- 
poses, and appear to have been occupied by four workmen, 
three of whom have been arrested. The fourth man is 
missing. Many arrests have been made in the Winter 
Palace and its immediate neighborhood. The following pub- 
lished description of the building may be interesting : 

The Winter Palace, at St. Petersburg, is the largest palace 
in the world, and is the residence of the Emperor and his 
court during the winter, at which time it is said to be 
inhabited by no less than 6,000 persons of all ranks. It is in 
the form of a parallelogram, and was completed in 1849, 
occupying only two years in construction. A magnificent 
flight of marble steps, leading up from the Neva to the state 
apartments, forms the principal entrance. Splendid halls, 
with gilded walls and ceilings, filled with marbles, mala- 
chites, precious stones, costly and rare vases, statues, and 
pictures, constitute a gespocms interior. The Romanoff 
gallery, in the Winter Palace, contains portraits of every 
sovereign of the Romanoff line since Michael Fedorovitch, 
including many pictures of Peter the Great. On the second 
floor of the palace are kept the Crown jewels, embracing 
some of the finest gems in Europe. Among them is the 
Orloff diamond, weighing 194%{ carats, or 8 carats more than 
the Koh-i-noor. It was given to the Empress Catharine II. 
by the famous Count Orloff, who purchased it from an 
Armenian merchant, and gave him for it $360,000 in gold, an 
annuity of $1,600, and a patent of nobility. It is said to 
have been stolen from the eye-socket of an idol in a temple 
at Seringham, India, bya French deserter. It now surmounts 
the Czar’s sceptre. On the main floor of the palace is the 
room known as the death chamber of Nicholas I., where that 
monarch died March 2, 1855. It is, and was then, entirely 
devoid of any luxurious splendor.

Dean Sre: The late Mrs. Sarah A. Dorsey, a few days 
before her decease, instructed me to present to her native 
State, Mississippi, the crayon portrait which accompanies 
this letter. It was made after a photographic likeness of 
myself, which was taken in the identical clothes worn when 
I was captured. Every article I then had on appears in the 

rtraiture, except a pair of large spurs which were stolen 
rom me after my capture. I had a waterproof “Raglan” 
and a shawl about my head and shoulders when I left the 
tent; but on being hailed by a cavalryman who rode a con- 
siderable distance before his comrades, I dropped both the 
raglan and shawl while advancing on my challenger, and 
78 a before my captors in the exact costume repre- 
sented in the portrait.

I take leave to send you herewith a 
medal, a specimen or two of which I have left, which was 
struck by my order to commemorate the gallant and success- 
ful attack of my colored division, in the Army of the James, 
Sept. 29, 1862, upon Newmarket Heights, which work was car- 
ried by storm without firing a shot. It was the only medal 
struck during the war in silver, either by the Government or 
any general commanding. It will at least serve to remind 
you of one who is gratified to subscribe himself,

MACHINISTS AND CADET ENGINEERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: The question of the practical abolition. of the 
grade of machinists in the Navy, is said to be seriously 
contemplated, and before hasty action on that subject 
is taken, I trust that the subject in all its bearings will 
Bae ge SREY proceedings of 

one of the Essays, published in the 

the Naval Institute justly remarks—‘‘ that the know- 
ledge sufficient to run and care for marine steam en- 
gines can be acquired by men of very little education is 
a matter of daily experience; although the naval sys- 
tem of our country has continued to surround, a sim-, 
ple enough practical matter—very different from. the 
designing and building of machinery—with a glamor of 
science and difficulty which does not exist. 

That men competent to perform those duties can not be 
obtained would secim very strange, particularly as the 
rate of pay offered, is equal to or in excess of that given 
to assistant engineers on the largest transatlantic and 
ocean steamers, where the machinery is’ more extensive 
and the rate of speed higher and more continuous than 
that obtained on men-of-war. 

The mistaken system of education of cadet-engineers at 
the Naval Academy, has thrown an unnecessarily 
number of cadet-engineers into the service, and the ¢x- 
istence of this surplus seems to be one of the reasons 
urged for the abolition of the grade of machinist. This 
isaresult of the mistaken policy of educating a very 
large number of really able and intelligent young men 
for positions that do not exist—i. e., constructing 
designing engineers. 

The interest and enthusiasm which- is no¢é shown by 
these cadet engineers for the fire rooms, engine rooms, 
and mechanical work of men-of-war, can be readily seen 
in the service, and the lack of sympathy for this over- 
shadowing part of their work tends to show that the 
cadet engineer would prove a poor substitute, for the . 
practical machinist and engine driver in their sphere 
below. 

What appears to be needed is to restrict very deci- 
dedly the number of cadet engineers at the Naval 
Academy ; an increase and extension of their course in 
theoretical and designing engineering; so that the 
shall be more particularly designing engineers. In ad. 
dition, the machinists should be created warrant officers, 
with permanence of pay and position, but no promotion. 
If this would reduce the"tnnecessarily large number of 
engineers commissioned on board the ships and in the 
service, it would be a good tendency; and for the e 
neers it would tend by relieving the corps from, 
drudgery of fire and engine room work to elevate the 
prestige and standing of the corps.. If it should be 
urged in objection, that there would be too many war- 
rant officers, I think that sailmakers and gunners could 
be spared to make room for watranted machi 








RIGHTS OF DISMISSED OFFICERS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sim: Iam pleased with your remarks upon the bill 
introduced by, Mr. Whitthorne, the chairman of the 
Naval Committee of the House, to regulate the restora- 
tion of officers in the Navy ;, but, as I am cularly 
concerned in regard to such legislation i

wrongful dismissal of officers of the Army, I must ask 
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! illegally dismissed, whether by sentence of 
or arbitrarily, and it ia the high prerogative 
to see that no injustice shall be done, 
or if done shall be removed ; and it is his duty to order, 
as he cannot himself do so, an examination of any case 
py craated wr by an impartial board of officers to re- 
mply the facts—the officer to be allowed to appear 
himself or by counsel. This simple plan, if adopted, 
will put an end to any further applications of dismissed 
and Con; will not take upon itself to do 
what is the sole duty of the President. But even the 
President has no power to restore an officer, except it 
shall appear that he was wrongfully disirissed. Of 
course any order of dismissal, by the Executive, without 
trial of Court-martial, or for sufficient cause of offeuce, 
would be void. It may be asked: su the order of 
be not revoked or cancelled, although it be 
void, how shall the officer be able to secure his rights ? 
The last appeal, where no other remedy remains to be 
invoked, would be the judicial power. 
If it be admitted that Congress has the power to dic- 
tate to the President to restore a dismissed officer, it 
would follow that it could also dictate to the President 
the dismissal of any officer, without any cause therefor. 
E officer has a vested right to his office ; he holds it 
on a temeties and by contract under the laws of Con- 
gress. Every case of the arbitrary dismissal of any 
officer of the Army was illegal, and the victim is entitled 
to be restored. Jade Oe , in the case of Dartmouth 
College v. Woodward, 4 Wheaton, says: ‘‘ Many a fran- 
chise, whether corporate or not, may in point of fact be 
of no exchangeable value to the owner, and yet they are 
grants within the meaning and protection of the Con- 
stitution.” Among others, he says: ‘‘ All offices and 
franchises are rights deemed valuable in law, and when- 
ever they are the sub of a contract they are just as 
much within the reach of the Constitution as any other 
grant.” Vide Kent’s Commentaries, I., 392. The Chan- 
cellor says: ‘‘ The decision in that case did more than 
any single act proceeding from the authority of the 
United thates, to throw an unpenetrahle barrier around 
all rights and franchises derived from the Government.” 
Gen. Scott, on a question of rank, adverse to Gen. 
Gaines, wrote to the of War: ‘‘ The President 
cannot make a valid decision against law, or if he at- 
tempt to carry out such decision into full effect, he will 
thereby necessarily give to Gen. Scott the legal means 
of " All instructions from the Executive 
which are not = by law are illegal, and no in- 
ferior officer is nd to obey them.” Vide Decision 
U. 8. Court, 1, Hall’s Law Journal, I., 429. I claim 
for ill dismissed officers the constitutional privi- 
lege to in defence of their vested rights. This 
could best be done were the President to direct a board 
of officers to convene in Washington to examine every 
case presented claiming to be heard, and such board to 
report all the facts and circumstances, without argu- 
ment or opinion, for the information of the President, 
who will accordingly, as soon as convenient, finally de- 
cide upon the case. 
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ANOTHER WATCH OFFICER’S OPINION. 
To the Editor of the Army and|Navy Journal: 

Sir: Your ndent, ‘‘ 1861," who attempts to 
criticise ‘‘ Watch Officer's” letter, appears to have tho- 

ly misconstrued it; and, at the risk of a wither- 
in, gh in ‘*1861’s” sleeve, I venture a few remarks. 

No watch officer objects to standing watch at sea, for 
the duties are responsible and important, and a fair 
share of such duty is most essential in promoting his 
knowledge of a necessary branch of the naval profession. 

But, as to standing watch in port, it does not require 
many years’ experience to become perfectly familiar 
with this duty, nor many more years before most think- 
ing men become very weary of it. 

e question is simply this: Are the discipline and 
efficiency of a man-of-war enhanced by requiring that, 
under all circumstances, when in port, a watch officer 
must always be on deck and on his feet? I contend 
that duty would be performed not only as well but 
better, by abandoning this idea. To show to what an 
extreme it is carried, let me state that it is sometimes 
(ane very seldom) required that regular watches 
shall stood on board of a vessel securely-moored 
alongside of a ee mens dock, with not a soul of her 
crew or officers on 1, the ship being under exten- 
sive repairs; but regular watches must be stood, be- 
cause the ship is in commission. To be sure, nothing 
whatever could happen to the ship without the Navy- 
yard watchman knowing it, and there is nothing for the 
officer of the deck to do, but—well—well, the regular 
watches must be stood! Strange that a watch officer 
should not feel an interest and take pride in such 
work ! 

In port, let a watch officer be responsible during the 
twenty-four hours for the proper performance of all 
watch duty ; but, instead of the midshipmen yawning 
themselves to death as officers of the forecastle or mid- 
shipmen of the watch, carrying the mail, or going in charge 
of boats (thusrendering coxswains almost worth!ess, when 
the midshipmen should become familiar with this duty 
on practice cruises), let them stand the watches and 
learn something. Should there be no available mid- 
shipmen on board, the same principle will hold : let the 
watch officer be ble; when he leaves the deck 
jet him instruct the quartermaster as to what he wishes 
reported to him; select prime men for quartermasters 


When that long expected fire that'we are always an- 
ticipating, finally does break out; when the captain | 
wants the gig manned; when the crew some day swim | 
ashore en masse (another of our expectations) ; when | 
the flagship very une ly arrives in the harbor: I! 
doubt whether even then this modification in the way of 
watch standing would affect the general course of na- 
ture or even the result on board of the ship itself. 

No man in his senses, or who values his reputation in 
the least, will be below when the weather or other cir- 
cumstances ought not to permit it, and at times he 
might find it pany A to remain constantly on deck. 

allowing this freedom to the watch officer, he 
w not be, as he now is, prevented from giving his 
personal attention to work that is going on on lower 
decks; how often work drags in the hold, on the gun 
deck, or on the berth deck, when a word from the 
officer of the deck would have straightened up matters. 

I believe that a modification of the present absurd 
system, far from encouraging idleness (at which ‘‘ 1861” 
appears to hint), would, on the contrary, do much to 

romote reading, study, and professional knowledge. 

t would, to a certainty, tend to make the watch officers 
more contented with the ship and with the service, and 
take much more interest in their duty. This is no 
‘plaintive wail” about overwork. ‘‘ 1861” says that 
watch officers ought not to complain of their duties be- 
cause they are well paid. In other words, that if they 
do not continue doing this sort of work they cannot 
earn their pay. I consider that the service is indeed at 
a low ebb if an officer holding a commission has to be 
made to earn his money by perpetually walking a deck ; 
not because by so doing he is filling a position of trust, 
but because he must be compelled to do something, no 
matter what. 

There are numberless ways in which watch officers 
could be employed by the Department. They could 
perform many very important duties commensurate with 
their position as responsible commissioned officers (du- 
ties that they, as officers, could perform better than any 
one else), which would lead to most valuable results, 
and which would keep them constantly employed. 

Such duties they would perform with ability and 
zeal. 

The fact, is, that the watch officer performs so much 
duty that is of so little responsibility, and which has su 
little tendency to exercise his brains, that it is a wonder 
that he is not absolutely worthless. 

I do not see what the Congressional pruning knife 
has to do with the subject, and I consider that it is high 
time to ventilate it very thoroughly.

MACHINISTS FOR THE NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: As there is one exception to the general remark 
peepetiing the number of engineers in the French squad- 
rons, made in my article of last week, I should like to 
state it to avoid chance of misconception. The remark 
is true of all the foreign squadrons, the exception I 
speak of being in the squadron of evolution, in which 
there are 15 ships, mostly large ironclads. This squad- 
ron has three divisions, each under a rear-admiral, the 
whole being under command of a vice-admiral. During 
the summer months all the divisions are together for fleet 
practice. In the whole squadron are four Mecaniciens- 
principauz of the first class and seven of the second, or 
three or four to each division, there being one on board 
of each ironclad of the first rate. 

The following are the principal established squadrons, 
the number of steamers in each, and the number of 
engineer officers to the squadron :

WHITEHEAD TORPEDO. 


Messrs. Grirrin and Co. naval publishers, of the 
Hard, Portsmouth, Eng., have just a agg work on 
torpedoes and torpedo warfare, by Mr. C, W. Sleeman, 
late an officer of the English and Ottoman navies. In 
the course of the work the author gives for the first 
time a public description of the secret parts of the 
Whitehead torpedo, for a knowledge of which the 
English government, in 1870, paid the inventor £17,500. 
The following is Mr. Sleeman’s description : 

‘*The Whitehead fish torpedo is divided into three 

connected by screws—(1) the charge chamber ; (2) 
the adjustment chamber, in which is placed what is 
known as ‘the secret; ’ (3) the air and engine chamber. 
Vertical and horizontal steel fins are fitted for the 
purpose of maintaining the torpedo in an upright posi- 
tion while passing through the discharge tube or frame ; 
the former fins run nearly the whole length of the 
w n, while the latter are considerably shorter. The 





motive power of the torpedo is compressed air, forced 
by means of a powerful steam air-compressing pump 
into a portion of the steel chamber at a tension of 








(for theirs is never ah easy @uty),~ and let them bein '60 atmospheres, and which by meaus of set of sual 
ve watches. linder engines, contained in the 


steel chamber, drives two screw propellers. These 
engines are capable of exerting a force of 40 indicated 
horses, and yet only weigh about 385lb., from which it 
will be understood that to attain these results the work- 
manship and materials employed in their manufacture 
are of the very highest orderand fineness. The torpedo 
is made of various sizes, ranging from 14ft. long and 
14in. maximum diameter to 19ft. long and 16in. diame- 
ter.” 

After describing the capabilities of the fish torpedo, 
Mr. Sleeman proceeds: 

“The explosive is generally placed in what is termed 
the cartridge case, which is similar in shape to the inte- 
rior of the charge chamber, and is fixed thereto by 
means of wooden wedges. The method of ignition, 
which is mechanical, is next described and the apparatus 
for adjusting the length of the range. 

‘*For every 30 revolutions of the propeller, and con- 
sequently one tooth of a big wheel, a certain known 
distance is traversed, which varies according to the 
pattern of the torpedo. 

‘*When the propeller has made the number of revo- 
lutions corresponding to the length of the range required, 
and consequently has moved the big wheel the number 
of teeth it was set above the lever, the stud on the big 
wheel presses against the lever and so releases the 
spring in the slot, causing the slot stud to fly from the 
fore part to the after part of the slot, by which action 
the valve admitting the compressed air to the engines is 
closed, and consequently the engines cease to work. 
Attached to the axle of the big wheel is a small brass 
arm, which is connected by means of a brass rod to the 
safety wedge, and so arranged that after the required 
number of revolutions of the propeller the safety wedge 
will be drawn out; or it may be drawn out at the 
instant of the torpedo leaving the tube, carriage, etc. 
Also, by means of an additional lever at the fore part 
of the torpedo, which is connected by means of a wire 
rod to the valve that admits the air to the engines, and 
by arranging the attachment of the safety valve to the 
brass rod from the big wheel, so that on the wedge 
being withdrawn it 1s released from that brass rod on 
the torpedo having completed its run, the action of 
closing the valve which admits the air to the engines 
causes the additional lever to force the wedge into the 
safety position. 

‘* Torpedo to float at end of run.—This is due to the 
difference of buoyaucy at the end of a run from what it 
was at the commencement, owing to the compressed air 
being used in working the engines. 

‘* Torpedo to sink at end of run.—This is effected by 
means of the adjustment chamber, in the after end of 
which there is a spiral spring valve, which can be 
attaé¢hed to the brass rod on the outside of the torpedo 
that works the valve which admits air to the engines, 
in such a way that on the valve being closed, and, 
therefore, the run of the torpedo completed, the spiral 
spring valve is opened, admitting water to the adjust- 
ment chamber of sufficient amount to sink the torpedo. 

**To explode the torpedo at end of run.—This is 
effected by connecting the vertical firing whisker to the 
rod which otherwise would be connected to the safety 
wedge lever, by which means, on the valve admitting 
air to the engines being closed, a force is transmitted to 
the vertical whisker instead of to the safety wedge lever, 
and consequently the torpedo is exploded. 

ens the depth.—A small wheel, the face of 
which is marked in feet, is placed on the left side of the 
fore part of the adjustment chamber. To adjust for 
depth, by means of a key turn the wheel until the num- 
ber corresponding to the depth of run required is 
opposite the pointer. The torpedo is maintained at the 
desired depth by means of certain mechanical apparatus 
contained with the adjustment chamber, and which con- 
stitutes what is termed the ‘secret’ of the fish torpedo. 
This chamber is connected by screws to the foremost 
and after chambers of the torpedo, in such a manner 
that by means of a number of small holes bored round 
the circumference the faces of the chamber are exposed 
to the pressure of the water, which varies with the 
depth to which the torpedo descends. Within the 
adjustment chamber is an endless strong spiral spring 
attached to the after face of the chamber, and so ar- 
ranged that after being set to a certain tension, capable 
of resisting an equivalent pressure on the outside of the 
aforesaid face, any increase or decrease in this exterior 
pressure will cause the spiral spring to work a rod by 
which the horizontal rudders of the torpedo are regulated, 
and thus the desired depth for which the spring is set is 
maintained. The course of the torpedo is represented 
by a series of curves above and below the line, repre- 
senting the wr it is set for, the curves gradually 
decreasing until at 100 yards’ distance from where the 
torpedo was started the curves are so small that the 
path of the torpedo is almost identical with a straight 
line. Within this adjustment chamber is placed an 
automatic balance, which also assists to maintain the 
torpedo at the desired depth, by reason of its swinging 
forward on the torpedo descending, and swinging aft 
on its rising, which motion is used to regulate the 
horizontal rudders. The above is merely a general idea 
of the arrangement used in the Whitehead fish torpedo to 
enable it to reach and maintain whatever depth it 
may be necessary to use it at from 5ft. to 15ft.”

ARMORIES AND DRILL ROOMS. 


Oxz of the provisions of the militia laws of the several 
States is that the supervisors of counties shall lease or erect 
suitable and convenient buildings for armories and drill 
rooms for the use and occupation for military purposes of 
the militia or National Guard. This provision seemed to the 
framers of the laws all that was necessary, they believing 
that having the power local authorities would take care of 
the military organizations upon whose drill and discipline they 
would have to rely in case of riot or insurrection. It was 
natural to suppose that every facility would be offered to the 
volunteer militia to perfect themselves in the duties of 
soldiers, and that to officers and men who freely gave time 
and money for the support of State forces, county boards 
would supply the conveniences for drill, etc. Unfortunately, 
however, this has not been the case. The law has, as a rule, 
been complied with in spirit, so far as places of meeting and 
depositaries for arms are concerned; |but with very ‘few 
exceptions drill rooms havel,been‘ignored. In the country 
this want of facility for drill and instruction is perhaps less 
felt than in large cities. In the smaller towns and hamlets 
a small building may be sufficient for all purposes of instruc- 
tion, etc., more particularly when¥ the organization is a 
detached or independent company ; but in cities where regi- 
mental organizations are maintained, a large and commodious 
drill hall or'shed is an absolute necessity. 

The Tactics say: ‘‘ Every commanding officer is respon- 
sible for the instruction of his command,” yet in how very 
few cases are commanding officers of regiments or battalions 
given the opportunity to assemble their commands in order 
to impart the much needed instruction, Time and again 
it has been argued that where separate companies are well 
instructed in the school of the company they may at any 
time be massed together and perform satisfactorily all the 
evolutions of the battalion or brigade. Time and again also 
this assertion has been proved a fallacy, and it has been 
found as much of a necessity to accustom companies and 
officers to work together as it has to familiarize the recruit 
squad with their neighbors in the company. We do not 
desire to detract from the proud position won and held by 
many independent or detached companies ; but do maintain 
that for purposes of regimental organization for either drill 
or active service a battalion hastily assembled from such 
material would be most ineffective, not from want of indi- 
vidual instruction, but from the need of practice asa body, 
and the confidence and reliance of officers and men acquired 
from the ‘‘ touch of elbow.” 

State authorities have labored most assiduously of late 
years to place the militia of the ceuntry ona firm basis. Good 
uniforms, serviceable equipments, and most approved arms 
have been issued to them free of expense, and in a few 
States annual encampments of one week's duration have 
been held. This, however, is but the first step, and should 
be supplemented by careful instruction in the drill room. 
The State of Connecticut has even gone to the extent of 
paying the troops for camp duty, in order that every man 
might avail himself of the instruction. These camps 
of instruction, both East and West,, have been pro- 
ductive of much good, and we earnestly trust that 
the time is near at hand when the forces of every State 
in the Union will be given the opportunity of acquiring 
knowledge of field service. In the meanwhile, however, we 
refer to the fact that battalion instruction in the drill room is 
an absolute necessity, and that proper facilities should be 
accorded field officers in the perfecting of their commands. 
How very little this great want is considered may be gleaned 
from the fact that Connecticut, with its perfect organization, 
‘thaa but one building in which a regiment could be assembled, 
and that was obtained at the expense of an individual (the 
colonel of the 1st regiment, Hartford.) 

In Massachusetts regimental drills during the winter 
months are rarely heard of, simply for want of drill sheds. 
In New York, with its boasted most efficient National Guard, 
there are few commands which could be formed in the 
quarters allotted to them for armories ; while in the great 
city of New York the battalion drills of two-thirds of the 
organizations are entirely suspended for want of drill sheds, 
unless, indeed, as is sometimes the case, the regiments them- 
selves hire suitable buildings for the purpose. Here and 
there an isolated case is found "where a regiment is properly 
housed and every facility offered to it, but thegreat majority 
are left to shift for themselves. 

Of late years it has become the fashion for regiments to 
require armories in the very best localities, with furniture 
and fixtures of the most expensive pattern, and where 
“friends at court” are found one organization is amply 
provided for, most often at the expense of its fellows. This 
system, particularly in large cities where a number of organi- 
zations exist, is decidedly wrong, and if boards of supervisors 
would look closely into the matter of armory rental. great 
good would be the result. A regiment of ten companies 
certainly needs a comfortable home with sufficient space for 
the drilling of two companies, and two rooms for the trans- 
action of military business. The companies alternating two 
each night during the winter, this would be found sufficient. 
The money thus saved from expensive armories could be 
devoted to the erection and maintenance of a proper drill 
shed, where all the evolutions of the school of the battalion 
could be taught a command, with increased comfort, and 
the saving of thousands of dollars. 

This is what all cities maintaining a brigade of three or 
more regiments should at once provide. During the winter, 
company and battalion movements may be thoroughly taught 
and explained, and when in the summer's camp they are 
put into practice our State troops will be found the equal if 
= + wa superior of any body of volunteer soldiers in the 
world. 


Ninta New Yorx.—The hard work of the 9th regiment 

revious to its show drill at the Madison Square Garden, on 
Monday next, was completed at the armory on Wednesday, 
Feb. 18th, with a drill of instruction for Com es B, C, E, 
H, I and K, Col. Ryder in command. As the drill on the 23d 
will be with fronts of only twelve files, very little time was 
wasted in the equalization, and the formation was prompt, 
while the moyements executed on the occasion were merely 
a repetition of those gone through at the previous drills, 
The evening's work was commenced with marching by the 
flank of divisions, sub-divisions and wings, with repeated 
changes of direction, during which the distances and align- 
ments in column of fours were all that could be desired. 
The step, however, was faulty and decidedly slow. In the 
close column ployments the distances and alignments were 
well preserved, while officers and guides were most efficient; 
the deployments, however, were slow and tedious. Com- 
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pany and division commanders should al i 
heir own ju du a battalion drill, and if those 
on their right or left fail or blunder, it should not make the 


slightest difference, the work should goon as though nothing 
had happened. This is one of the w esses yet remaining in 
the 9th, captains waiting for each other during movements; 
but itis one easily eradicated. A ployment left in front, 
with deployment on third division, were well and handsome- 
ly performed. Right of companies rear into column was 
correct, the instructor not even being able to find a fault ; 
single and double rank were then formed by companies after 
which the column marched around the rc om, with wheelings 
of the very best description. A centre forward with deploy- 
ment by fours left, rear companies on left into line, were 
neat and prompt, though if the captains of the wing wheel- 
ing by fours would complete the movement, each for himself, 
the general effect would be improved. The double column, 
with deployment to the right and left; a second ployment 
with a change of direction by the right flank and a depldy- 
ment by two movements were executed ia first class shape, 
and left very little to be desired on the part of the instructor. 
In the column. of fours marches the men were most stealy 
and the several on rights into line were capitally executed, 
particularly those in single rank. The double column was 
formed from an advance in line in excellent shape, and a 
back step, in order to gain distance, in this column, could 
hardly be excelled. The deployment was good, while a gene- 
ral alignment, which followed, would have been simply per- 
fect, if the men had turned the head and eyes to the point of 
dress, and held them there until the “front.” We have sel- 
dom seen a better drill as a total, and from this closing speci- 
men the battalion drill on the 23d ought to be a complete 
success. Certainly neither officers or men haye spared time 
or labor in their efforts to perfect themselves, and although 
a routine has been strictly adhered to, and only certain 
movements executed, the general good, in point of drill and 
discipline gained by the 9th would stand in good stead, were 
it suddenly called on for active service. The men have been 
taught reliance on themselves and their officers, while so 
much care has been expended in pointing out individual er- 
rors to both officers and guides, that every little point is now 
watched and correctly fulfilled. Under the tuition of Col. 
Ryder the 9th has certainly, made wonderful strides, in taking 
a post among the best of the very best drilled organizations of 
the ist Division, and the efforts put forward to make the ex- 
hibition of the 23d inst. equal to anything yet seen in New 
York, will, if crowned with success, as we trust it will be, 
pro7e to both officers and men that it is only by hard work 
that companies and regiments reach the desired post. We 
wish further to impress on the command that after the 23d 
inst. their good work must not cease, but that the seeds 
sown during these preliminary drills for a specified object shall 
have constant care at the weekly company drills, and that 
next year fruit will be borne, which shall place the regiment 
in the position, in point of drill and. discipline, which it now 
holds in numbers. Work hard and earnest is alone needed. 
The drill of the evening was closed with a handsome dress 
parade and a good review. 

On Friday the regiment held a preliminary drill at the 
Garden, during which the formation and review were re- 
hearsed and the battalion movements executed. The marks- 
man’s badges for 1879 were formally presented during the 
evening ; so that this very tedious ceremony will be spared 
the visitors at the drill on Washington’s birthday. 


TweEnTy-THIRD New York (Brooxktyn.)—Instruction in 
the school of-the battalion was commenced in this regiment 
on February 10, Cos. E and F parading, equalized in four 
commands, twelve files front, with Colonel Partridge as ia- 
structor, The company drills during the season have been 
well attended, and as the instruction was concise and careful 
a fine exhibition of battalion movements was expected by 
officers and spectators. Unfortunately, however, in this first 
effort both officers and guides evinced a most decided 
nervousness, which being imparted to the men caused several 
bad slips. The movements executed were of the very 
simplest—in fact the very rudiments of the school of the 
battalion—being the wheelings from line into column and 
vice versa fronts into line, marchings column of fours and 
company with changes of direction, and a few close column 
movements in quick and double time. On the 10th the 
formation was fair and prompt, although the new adjutant, 
Lieut. Burd, was slightly nervous, this being his first ap - 
ance as a full fledged staff officer. The wheel into al 
to the left was excellent, with the exception of the error of 
the right guides of several companies, who not only in this, 
but on several occasions, broke the lines by failing to take 
steps of 9 inches. In the side step the cedence at first was 
180 to the minute, but after marking time it was reduced to 
130, with length of steps 12 to 14 instead of 6Ginches. In 


changes of front the guides, as a rule, were at fault, they 
detaching themselves ere the command halt, thereby often 
breaking company fronts. Ata general alignment. the right 


guide of the fourth company was in error, and on a repeti- 
tion all the companies were dressed with arms at the 
‘‘support.” An advance in line was excellent; the com- 
mandants of the 3d and 4th companies should, however, 
assure themselves as to which flank they should take post 
on at this movement, ere the next drill. The drill was 
instructive, Col. Partridge, however, might with justice to 
all concerned correct errors on the spot. 

G, H and K were formed in five 
commands of twelve front, the drill being-a repetition of the 
movements of the previous division, 4nd marked by almost 
the same general faults as to step, distance and guides, In 
forming line, the left guide of the fourth company ran te the 
new alignment with his piece at support arms, throwing it 
to the inverted position without regard to time or precision. 
The wheelings were much better than in the first division, 
while the step was exceedingly close, running between 108 to 
110 to the minute, The march column of fours was satis- 
factory, as were the changes of direction ; while the several 
close column movements and deployments were executed 
with snap and promptness, Butone of these formations was 
spoiled, and that was caused by the misunderstanding of an 
order by the commandant of the fourth company. As a 
whole this was a fair working drill, but was not up to general 
average of the regiment.

Tne semi.ofticial North German Gazette publishes the 
following: ‘The recent disturbances in the Samoan 
Islands, reported in a letter from San Francisco, which 
has been copied into several newspapers, were confined 
to some slight skirmishing which oeeurred at the end of 
September last. A more serious conflict was averted by 
the action of the foreign representatives, especially the 
commanders of the German ship Albatross and the 
United States man-of-war Lackawanna, who vigorously 
opposed an attempt of the contending parties to utilize 
for hostile purposes the district of Apia, which had 
been neutralized by the municipal convention of the 3d 
of November. The three Powers agreed, at the instance 
of Germany. to recognize Malietoa as King of Samoa, 
to render him, through their representatives, effective 
help in the preservation of tranquillity and order, and to 
come to a further understanding among themselves 
respecting the most suitable organization of the Samoan 
system of government. The Samoan treaty concluded 
a year ago gave Germany the right to protest against any 


pieces being shown to other nations by the Samoans. 
t did not, however, provide any adequate security 
against injury being inflicted upon German interests 
through anarchy or its consequences. This security 
may now be said to be guaranteed by the understanding 
arrived at between the three Powers respecting the 
joint recognition and support of King Malietoa.”

Dr. Guillasse gives to an adult two or three tablespoon- 
fuls of strong black coffve every two hours, alternated 
with one or two teaspoonfuls of claret or Burgundy 
wine. A little lemonade or citrate of magnesia should 
be taken daily, and after a while quinine. From the 
fact that malaise and cerebral symptoms appear first, 
the doctor regards typhoid fever as a nervous disease, 
and the coffee acting on the nerves is peculiarly 
indicated in the early stages before local complications 
arise. 

‘‘ Trustworthy accounts represent that the internal 
condition of Russia is becoming daily more critical. A 
number of officers high in command have become dis- 
affected, while those who were not promoted after the 
late war with Turkey have,” the London Telegraph re- 
ports, ‘‘ with few exceptions, joined the revolu- 
tionists.”
